WASHINGTON, August 19.—There is no 
disguising the fact that consicgerabie uveasi- 
ness exists in army circles over the recent 
Indian demonstrations in the West. Gen. 
Terry, who is in command of the division of 
Dakota, 1s scarcely so successful an Indian 
fighter as Gen. Crook, who commauds the 
division of Arizona, and besides that an esti- 
mate of the strength of the complaining I[o- 
dians shows that they number pretty wel: 
toward 5,000 fighting men. Their warriors 
are said to be well equipped, and it will take 
a very considerable body of trained 
treops to succesfully cope with them. 
The experience of the army has been that in 
Indian fighting, where the Indian has all the 
advantage of fightingin his own territory, 
it takes two soldiers to every Indian. To 
get together 8,000 troops atone point in the 
West is a feat which has not been accomolish 
ed for many vears, for,to be entirely frank, as 
alg od newspaver corresp»ndents sb uld 
be, that is pretty near haif of the arm:.

The Egyptians Defeated at Shaluf 
and Une Hunéred Kilied. 


De Lesseps Checked by the French Gov- 
ernment—The Khedive Asserts 
Himself.

LonpDon, August 21.—Admiral Hewitt tele- 
graphs from Suez at 4v’clock this morning 
asfollows: Yesterday Capt. Hastings, in 
command of the seamen and marines of the 
gunboats Seagull and Mosquito, assisted by 
200 Highlanders under Major Kelsey, pro- 
ceededto Sbhaluf by way of the maritime 
canal, and found 690 of the enemy strongly 
entrenched behind the station. The English 
force landed and defeated them,taking forty- 
five prisoners, asmall cannon and a quantity 


of ammunition and stores. Our 
loss was two Highlanders drown- 
ed and two seamen wounded. 


Enemy’s Joss, about one hundred killed and 
wounded. The bank of the fresh water caaal-at 
Shaluf was cut by the enemy, but it bas been 
repaired and is now guarded. A brigade 
reconuoitered in force at the same time and 
in the same direction. The transport Mer- 
ton Hall with the Seventh Bengal Infantry 
has arrived at Suez. The French troop- 
ship Shamreck entered the canal this morn- 
ing. 
THE PORTE STUBBORN. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 21 —The Porte 
refuses to permit the exportation from Tur- 
key of mules for the British service in Egypt. 
Lord Dufferin states that this is a contraven- 
tion of the treaty rights and addressed a 
strong protest to the Porte, stating that Tur- 
key would be held responsible for . heavy 
damages. ‘ 

THE KHEDIVE ASSERTS HIMSELF. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 21.—Arabi Pasha is 
constructing extensive earthworks in the di- 
rection of Aboukir. The Khedive, in a decree 
charging Cherif Pasha with the formation of 
a new ministry, says: “In a troubiet time 
like the present, the direct action of the sov- 
ereign authoritv should become more sensi- 
ble and manifest. I shall therefore use the 
right to essemble the council cf Ministers 
under my own presidency, as the supreme 
cnlef of the Egyptian forces. I also intend 
torender my command effective without, 
however, restricting the power which the 
Minister of War holds from me.’’ 

ENTERING THE CANAL. 

PORT Salp, Augus: 20,9:45 p. M.—The fleet 
and tran-ports have entered the canal. Be- 
fore their departure, Gen. Wolseley posted a 
proclamation, written in the Arab tongue, 
declaring that those who respected the au- 


from Port Said savs that en'rv into the Suez 
Canal is forbidden by the Ea glish at both 
ends of the canal. * 

M. De Lesseps, in a Jetter, says: The 
British Admiral has informed the chief transit 
agent of the Canal Company. that in conse- 
quence of his instructions from the Britisb 
Government he will. prohibit the entry into 
the canal, until further orders, of any veasel, 
even the Canal Company’s boats, and that in 
case of need he wouid resort to force to pre- 
vent such entrance. The Admiral has 
further placed an armed gunboat at the en- 
trance to thecanal, I protest against this 
act of violence and spoliation.’’ 

In the skirmish on Saturday the Egyptians 
fired shrapnel shells ineffectually at an out- 
post of the Forty-sixth Infantry who were 
oceupving temporarily an entrenchment. 
The Egyptian infantry then advanced to 
within about 800 yards. They were coming 
from Kafr el Dwar. Some cavalry also ap- 
proached from the direction of Aboukir. The 
Egyptian lines were most irregular and some 
of the men apparently unarmed. The cavalry 
also were confused from restiessness of their 
horses. About5 o’cloeck in the evening the 
British ironclad train sent outa car witha 
fortv-pouoder detached and sent about forty 
yards in advance of the engine and fired two 
shelis upon the Egyptians, who endeavored 
to execute a flanking movement. The 
forty-pounder, after this movement 
was frustrated, fired towards 
Kafrel Dwar. -The Egyptians replied with a 
spell which purst between thetrain and en- 
gine. The train then renewed fring during 
the retreat. Anotber shell exploded near 
the train, between the rails. The train fivally 
retreated without damage. The British in- 
fantry in the meanwhile fired from tbe en- 
‘renchments, causing great ioss, that of the 
Egyptian eavalry being estimated at 300. The 
liznting ceased at sunset.

CONSTANTINOPLE,August 21.—Said Pasha, 
the Minister of Foreiga Affairs, has sent to 
the Turkish representatives abroad a strong- 
ly woidea denial of the report of anti-Chris- 
tian disturbances in Syria. He attributes the 
report and the germs of disorder to malevo- 
lence. The arrival of foreign men-of-war at 
Smyrna, he says, is exactly what.is calculated 
to provoke uneasiness.

CAUSED BY CARELESSNESS. 


A Circus Train Meets With a Terrible 
Accident Near Cairo. 


Three Men Killed Outright and Twen- 
ty Fatally Injured. 


The Survivors Make an Attempt to Lynch 
the Railroad Men. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CAIRO, ILL., August 21.—A disastrous acci- 
dent overtook Coup’s Circus, which left here 
at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, on the 
Wabash, forty-seven miles north of here, be- 
tween Tunnel Hill and New Burnside. The 
train moved out intwo sections of twelve 
cars each, in charge of two separate crews. 
The rear section had _ orders to run fif- 
teen minutes behind the foremost. 
At about 7:30 a m. the advance 
section had passed what is cailed the 
Swinging Bridge, a few miles east of the 
tunnel, and passed a deep cut rounding onto 
asharp curve approximating a steep grade. 
Just as the rearend of the train was well up 
the grade, clearing the curve and stretching 
along the straight track, the engine stalled 
and the entire train came toa stand-still. 
A flagman was sent back to notify the follow- 
ing section, but before he had gone back one 
hundred yards the engine and train came 

PLUNGING THROUGH THE CUT, 
sweeping round the curve at the rate of 
eighteen or twenty miles an hour and dashing 
into the rear car of the forwardtrain. The 
engine tore its way through the caboose, 
scattering iton both sides of the track and 
telescoping two of the circus passenger 
coaches immediately in front. The. hind 
coach was driven into the rear of the forward 
coach, crashing into the berths and bringing 
death: and destruction as far as it went. 
The wildest ‘excitement  foilowed. A 
force was set to work, and in a 
very short time the bodies of Geo. Riley, Geo 
Stephenson and Frank Keifer were taken out 
of the wreck. Keifer was assistant hostler 
and a resident of New York. His 
chest was crushed by the weight 
of the car as he lay in his 


berth. Stephens was a four-horse driver and 
belonged t» Tuscumbia, Ala. His head was 
crushed nearly flat. Tbe brain oozed through 
the large opening in tae skuil and presented 
a shocking sight. Riley was also a four-horse 
driver and belonged either to Louisville, Ky., 
or Toronto, Cansda,

MAHER’S DEATH. 


The Coroner Inquires Into the Causes 
and Circumstances. 


The Coroner held an inquest on the body 
ot John Maher, who was shot and killed 
about 5 o’clock Saturday afternoon in the 
freight yard of the St. Louis and San Fran- 
eisco Railroad, corner of Seventh and Cerre 


streets, by Thomas Wandell, the 
grain weigher of the company. 
Along the track where the grain is 
unloaded from the cars into Wagons @ great 
deal is spilled onto the ground.Boys and men 
in the neighorhood have been in the habit of 
going out there and stealing it whenever they 
had the opportunity. Oa S:turday afternoon 
Maher, in company with a young man named 
Emil McNevin, were along the track gather- 
ing oats on Saturday avd filling it into 
sacks. They had filled one, and were about 
to leave when Wandell came out of the 
weighmaster’s office and told them to give 
up the grain and go away. He explained 
that the railroaa officers made provisions to 
have the grain which was spilled from the cars 
gathered up and retained for its benefit. The 
young fe:lows paid no attention to What was 
told them. Then Wandell ca!led on William 
Gama, a driver, whu was loading grain at the 
time, to help him, as he thought the two 
would ‘‘jump him’? when he atiempted to 

take the grain from tbem, They made no 

demonstration, however, until after the con- 

tents of the sacks were emptied into'he wagon 
and Wandell bad returned to his «flice. The 
boys followed bim up. The testiwony here 
is sumewhat coocflicting. Gama and Wan- 
dell state thate that both of the ovys at- 
tacked Wandell, while MeNevin says inat he 
Was trying to keep Maher awav, which be 
couid not do. Wandell was pretty well 
beaten and had hard work to get away 
from them; when he succeeded, he 
pulled out & pistol, a smuil_ifive- 
barreled one, and shot Maher. 
The shot took effect inthe right breast and 
Maner died in about five minutes after he was 
bit. He placed his bands over the wound 
and ssid to his companion: “I am shot; he!p 
me.’? He staggered around the scale office 
to the freight platform, uponwbich he raised 
himself. The effortcaused a fresh fluw of 
bivod and he expired. MecNevin fled from the 
place. After he had shot Maher Wan- 
dell got up on the wagon with Gama. 
A telephone message was sent to J. W. 
Larimore, Secretary of the Central Elevator, 
and he went totne Four Courts with Wan- 
dell. At the inquest Gima testified that he 
had been exlied on by Wandeli to beip bim 
and be had Joneso. The evidence was ail to 
the same effect, and with the exception of 
the contradictory statement of Wandeil 
aud Gama and MeNevin as to the fact 
of both of them whipping Wandell it was aii 
corroborated. The Coroner held a post- 
mortem examinetion and the result was that 
death was caused fromtbe )pistolshot. 

The Coroner adjourned the inquest until 
9:30 o clock in order to get the evideace of 
William Williams. He testified tbat Tim 
Wandeill came to the Four Courts and volun- 
tarily gave himse'f up. -He at the same time 
made a statement which in substance is the

J can hardly realize that fifteen months have 
elapsed since that event took place, The im- 

ression the wedding left upon my mind was 
that of a triumphant festival. Imperialism, 
which was beaten inthe political arena, fel: 
back upon Monaco, where it found a lotus- 
eating paradise. The directress of the gamb- 
ling tables, on the other hand, struck up an 
alliance withthe Empire, in identifvi g her- 
se!f with which she hoped to obtaia the mint- 
g.amp of respeciability for her ingots. She 
did not long enjoy her ‘triumph. A rapid 

ouruey from her hell on the shores of the 
fediterranean to a watering-place= in 
Neufchatel, where she wanted to set 
up another roulette, brought on an 
acute attack of heart disease, 
which killed her. The auction of her jewel» 
went on for some months and is not yet com- 
pleted. Three weeks ago we heard that the 
“princess” Roland Bonaparte bad given 
pirth toa daughter at St. Cloud, where she 
and her husband had hired a vilia, ard that 
ghe and the infant were doing well. Yester- 
dav we were startied to hear of ber sudden 
death. It took placeafter a dav spent 
in much bappiness. The doctor had given 
the yourg mother leave to rise. A sisier of 
charity who had been engaged to nurse her 
qd-essed her beautifully in apale dressing 
gown of soft blue twilled silk, rich with lace 
trimmings. She was placed on a couch and 
wheeled into the dining room tosbsre a repast 
to which her brother, Eiward Blanc, bad 
heen invited, The dinner was extremely gay. 
Projects for an'autumpal tour were discussed. 
At 90’clock Madame Roland Bonaparte coin - 
lained of feeling a sense of weariness. M. 
Slane took his leave, and Roland Bonaparte 
saw bim to the gate. Meanwhile the lady 
was wheeled back to her room and lifted to 
her bed. As the sister of charity Was us- 
dressing hershe cried:“‘[ feel asifl were going 
t die! Leuffoeate! Roland! Roland, come?” 
The husband, who was devoted to her, rap 
in. She easid tobim. “Roland, adieu!” He, 
thinking she was merely tired, said: “No 


adieu, but au revoir. Go to sicen, darling. 
You have talked and itaughed — tov 
much.” As he spoke she fell against his 


breast a corpse. An embolism, or blood 
clot. had formed in one of the iungs and 
suff.cated ber. [t appears thal sie had a 
Varicose vein which recently burst. The air 
toat g°! in coagulated the blood. As sbe did 
not rurse her baby, the disturbance so cause! 
became at once serious and had a fatal erd- 
ing.

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


Cinetnnati Officials Searching This 
City in Pursuit of the Criminal. 

On the 18th of July iast the Chief of Police 
received a letter from L. M. Hazen, a 
detective of Cincinnati, inquiring whether 
anything was knowo in tbis city of a 
man who had committed suicide in Hunt 
ington, West Virginia, on the Ith 
ot July. Tne circumstances indicated tua: 
death was the result of suicide. He had 
stopped at the St. James Hotel. Ata sbort 
time after9 o’clockin the evening the man 
returned to his room. Ai about 10 0’cloek 
the inmates of the house were awakened by 
the report of a pistol aad loud groans issuing 
from the stranger’s room. On break- 
ing in the door a light was 
found burning brightly and the victim lying 
onthe bed. His arms were folded across his 
breast and the pistol grasped im the rignt 
hand. A bullet hole was found through ais 
righttemple from which blood and brains 
were oozing. A note was found in the room 
supposed to have been written by the man 
himself, to the effect that bis money 
was all gone and that he 
wag troubled by disease, which was his rea- 
vongfor committing the act. An examination 
of his pockets revealed three purses and only 
11 cents in money. In one of the books the 
vame Ferdinand Winter was found and it 
was thought to be the dead man’s name, as 
nonejotber was discovered. A post-wortem 
examinationt was held and a verdict of 
suieide rendered upon the statement of the 
doctors. Oneof them, Dr. Mather, was not 
satisfied with the autopsy, and after the 
burial exhumed the body and made avother 
ex:mination. He found that the whoie top 
of the head was fractured, and that the pistol 


bad been inserted in the aperture 
and discharged after the blows causing. 
the fracrure had been given 


The biows had probably been two, and, in 
the doctor’s judgment, never could have 
been self-inflicted. A day or two after- 
wards a satchel was found near the hovel, 
which was locked, but the sides were cut 
open. There was nothing in it but a German

A November Deal in Corn—Crop Reports 
—Odds and Ends. 


st. Louis is the lowest market for cash 
wheat in the country and has been 80 ever 
since the seasou opened. The cause of this is 
due, soit is asserted, to the efforts of certain 
puyers bere. These buyers, composed of 
Eastern rail shippers and European export- 
ers, it is said, have formed a combination 
wherein all the cash wheat that is bought is 
pooled, that is, it is divided around in this 
combination, each one having a certain share 
of the Wheat after it has been purchased, 
There is aisO a tacit understanding between 
these buyers that, when one of them wishes 
to obtain all the cush wheat forsale ona cer- 
tain day, the others stand in and help him to 
get this wheat by starting the selling to him 
at his bid on the call. In ‘this 
way cash No. 2 red wheat hae 
been be!d down way below ali other markets. 
It is claimed that these buyers cou!d use the 
wheat at considerably higher prices than 
have prevailed, andthat if outside buyers 
should step in and showurgent de-ire for the 
wheat it would run up far above what it has 
been selling at. Infact, the other day the 
buver for ahouse thatis not in the poo! 
wentinto the market to cet 60,000 bushels 
and the price was run up-a full cent, while at 
thesame timetbe future market was then 
lower. In to-day’s market several outsiders 
s‘eppedin to buy the cash wheat to fil their 
August contracts, and the consequence was a 
eharp adva-eein the price, the parties in the 
pool fighting with these outsiders for the 
offerings and ruaning the marketuyp, so sharp 
Was tbe competition in buying, 

A NOVEMBER CORN DEAL. 
It is said that a deal is working in Novem- 


bercorn. It is rather early in the season to | 


begin working that month, and any one at- 
tempting it has considerable nerve in the face 
of the receipts that then should be pouring 
in.

SAILOR®S’ FARE. 


Diet of the Hardy Men Who Sail Be- 
fore the Mast. 
From the New York World, 

With reference to the question of American 
competition in her mercantile marine and tbe 
expresse dt opinions of experienced men tha’ 
;agreat drawback is the expense of feeding 
American sailors, a World reporter yesterday 
made inquiries respecting the difference in 
the food supplied to sailors of the different 
coubtries. The resuits showed conciusively 
that United States satiors are better fed aod 
treated than those of any other nation. 

In the foreeastie of several American ves- 
sels that were visited was posted up a copy 
of the ship’s articies, giving the following 
scale of provisions per man: 1 pound of bread 
aday,1’2 pounas of beef nnd l'i pounds of 

pork on alternate days; 32 pound of fleur and 
| 2 pint of peas three times a Week; 4s ounce 
| Of tea, % ounce of coffee, 2 ounces of sugar 
and 5 quarts of water a uav. 

** This seale ts never adhered to,” said rhe 
captain of a large full-rigged sbip. ‘“*Ameri- 
Can owners are more liberal thin any otters

The 
mid-day meal consists of meat—:ea-p'te 
sometimes—bein souv or pea soup, ‘duff’ 
twice a week, perhaps rice and vegetab.es 
For supper at 6 o’ciock there is usualiy a 


meat hash and somethiog in the cake or pie 
line. Thatis better than the focd of most 
mechanies. 

“The laws of the United States also provide 
for Various substitutions of food. An ounce 
of coffee, cocoa or chocolate may be suDdsti- 
tuted for » quarter of an ounce of tea; mo- 
lasses for supar, the quantity to be one-hal! 
mere, One pound of potatoes or yams, half 
a pound of flour or rice, one-tbird ofa pint of 
peas or a quarter of a pint of barley, may be 
substituted for each other. When fresh meat 
is issued the proportion is two pounds per 
man per day ia lieu of salt meat. Fiour, rice 
and peas, beef and pork may be substituted 
for each other; and for potatoes cuions may 
be substituted.’ 

‘*The meat is cooked inalumpat the gal- 
ley,”? said the sieward of a Californian Ciip- 
per. “It is then taken for’ard in! tin dishes, 
which are placed on the deck, each man on 
the chests arouad hacking off bis ‘whack’ for 
Cimseif. There is weneraty pienty for all 
hands, A sailo: can eat 48 much 13 a horse, 
and if you were on board this ship you would 
see Munching going on dey and nignt. But 
it’s impossible to satisfy them; they will 
‘growl.’ 1] have heard of a caplain who fed 
his crew on chickens, and they swore at him 
for cheating them out of their allowance of 
salit beef, The food is never measured anc 
doled out by weight, asin Engiish ves-els 
We rua on the principle: ‘Eat what you 
can, but waste nothing.’ The fvodis ali of 
the best quality. I’ve sailed in foreign ships 
where the cabin table wasn’t so well sup- 
plied as the forecastie is here.’’ 

“On the first paye of an cfficial log-book 
area number of ruies respecting lime-juice,’’ 
said another capiain, “but these are not ob- 
served as they should be, for the simple rea- 
sonthat there are enough vegetal'es used to 
render limp -juice unnecessary. Every wan 
is supposed to have at least four ounces a 
week. In the case of vessels in the home 
trade the quantily ore quality of food Is not 
particularized. the men being shipped under 
the old act: f 1790 and amended in 1840. In 
all cases.the articles state that no grog is al- 
|] wed and none is to be put on board by the 
crew.’? 

‘Lue reporter next visited a bark from Lon- 
don. 

‘Britannia rules the waves,” said the burly 
mate, ‘Sout she balf scarves ber sailors. What 
an Eugiish seamano signs for he get-, but pre- 
cious little else. At four belis every morning 
the steward opens the hariiess Cask and 
weighs the day’s meat for ali hands ' nder the 
eye ofan ctticer. When you consider that 
bone is included and that no aliowance is 
made for waste in cooking, you can judge 
how sumptuously the men fare.  Kice is 
viven on Saturdays in some vessels, also oat- 
meal, and duff is the rule three timesa 
week. ‘Grog, oh!’ is only called at 
times when the men are. suffering 
from hard work or exposure, as, for 
in-tance, when the Lop-sails are 
reefed.”? The reporter peeped into the 
forecastie, where dinner was going on. Wood- 
en kids, containing meat, potatoes and pea- 
soup, and a box cailed the ‘bread ‘barge,’’ 
fuil of hard biscuits, were on the floor. The 
sailors sat around on their chests, with their 
plates on their knees. The kid being passed 
round, each man cut off, with the same knife 
that he uses to shred tubacco or cut rope,what 
he considered himself entiiledto. There ap- 
peared to be much difference of opinion in 
this respect, and by the time the kid reached 
the last man there was much profanity in the 
forecastie. The epicures sprinkie sugar over 
their pork,and molasses with péa-soup seeins

THE GOULD SYSTEM. 


Some Gentlemen in Texas Trying to 
Break It Up. 


Col. J. H. McLeary, Attorney-General of 
the State of Texas, bas recently notified the 
proper officers of the Gould railroads in 
Texas, and the legal representatives of that 
system in St. Lowis, that proceedings in the 
nature of a quo warranto will be commenced 
at once against the East Line and Red River 
Railroad for a forfeiture of the charter of 
that corporation for an alleged noncom- 
pliance with the constitutional and statutory 
law ofthe State in regard tothe domicile of 
the company. The law requires that all rail- 
roads operated within the oorders of the 
State shall havea general office in the State, 
and the officers thereof shall reside 
therein, A reply has been made to the alle- 
vations that the law was not being complied 
with, stating that the secretary and a num- 
Yer of the directors of the East Line Rall- 


road Company wero residents of the State 
and that a general office was maintaiued 
there. Tothis the Attorney General replies 
that affidavits will be made by good and re- 
sponsible citizens that the railroad company 
in Question has been consolidated with the 


Missouri, Kansas and Texas Huilroad 
Someaay in contravention of the UConsti- 


tution, and that it is now known as 
the Jefferson Branch, and that 
all records, furniture and officials 


have been removed from the State, save only 
the depot agents. He states that affidavits 
will also be made to the effect that the alleged 
secretary of toe company is a mere sham, 
that he receives no pay, keeps no office and 
has no authority, and tha: all the busi- 
ness is done though the St. Louis office,where 
the books of the company are kept. It is 
further alleged by these persecutors of a 
struggling corporation that the board of 
directors are the mere formal appointees of 
Mr. Gould, and that an evasion of the jaw 
has been attempted whereby the rights and 
benefits of the people of the State of Texas 
have been greatly curtailed. 

A certain Capt. Todd, of Jefferson, Texas, 
is the mover in this matter, and the prospect 
is that this is the first assault preceding 4 
— attack on the whole Gould system in 
Texas.

Mr. Charles F. Joy writes from Canton,Pa., 
that he arrived at the country retreat of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Harris on Fiiday last.
